No. 92 -ITC (PN) / 64 . —Attention is invited to para 2 of the late Ministry 
of International Trade Public Notice No. ll-lTC(PN)/64, dated the 20th 
February, 1964, wherein it is provided that the licensing authority will duly notify 
the trade also when the balance 'ceiling' for Imports into India from Afghanistan 
for the current Arrangement period is 7 per cent of the total ceiling. 

2. Further to the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No 80-ITC(PN) /64, 
dated 25th September, 1964, it is hereby notified for information of the trade that 
the balance ‘ceiling’ left for licensing of fruits etc., from Afghanistan (other than 
"Hides and Skins ,F ), during the current Trade Arrangement period is now 7 per 
cent, only. Trade is, however, cautioned not to enter into advance commitments 
for further Imports, In excess of two per cent of the ceiling. Accordingly issue of 
C.C.Ps. will be provisionally suspended as soon as 95 per cent of the ceiling has 
been reached. Issue of C.C.Ps. for the balance 6 per cent, ceiling will be resum¬ 
ed after the Impending Trade talks between the two Governments.
